Although the state of Georgia 
is traditionally dry, I am confident 
that thousands of our women are dis- 
satisfied with conditions under prehi- 
bition and are only waiting an oppor- 
tunity to organize for repeal of the 
18th amendment.”

BOSTON, Dec... 1.—(UP)—Massa- 
chusetts, first state to have compul- 
sory automobile liability insurance, 
crossed its fingers today and started 
an investigation of suspected fraudu- 
lent practices whieh have grown up 
around the law and which involve 
members of the legal and medical pro- 
fessions. 

A committee of citizens, organized 
to investigate fraudulent insurance 
claims and led by Frederick W. Mans- 
field, president of the State Bar As- 
sociation, petitioned the state supreme 
court today to appoint a judicial of- 
ficer with power to investigate con- 
duct of members of the bar in con- 
nection with such claims. William 
H. Hitchcock, former assistant at- 
torney general, was appointed. 

In its petition the committee charg- 
ed the following practices had arisen 
since enactment of the law: (1) 
Claims for invented «personal injuries 
to cover uninsured property damage: 
(2) exaggeration of injuries; (3) col- 
lusion between lawyers and automo- 
bile owners to extort money for un- 
warranted claims: (4) claims for in- 
juries never suffered: (5) conceal- 
ment from claimants by attorneys. of 
amounts received by them in settle- 
ments; (6) unconscionable fees; (7) 
division of spoils between lawyers and 
others; (8). solicitation by lawyers 
directly or through “runners;:” (9) 
lawyers appearing for both parties in 
claims arising from some accident: 
(10) cases of settlement by attorneys 
without knowledge of the claimants; 
(11) unauthorized claims and suits 
brought by attorneys without knowl- 
edge or consent of claimants.

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ACCIDENT CLAIM PROBE 
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CUSTOMS POWERS 


Hindenburg Decree Gives 
Government Right To 
Alter Rates, Make Trea- 
ties.

BERLIN, Dec. 1—(@)—An emer- 
gency decree giving the government 
virtually unrestricted powers to raise 
customs duties was signed today by 
President Paul Von Hindenburg. 

The government’s new powers, 
which are to be evoked in the event 


of “stringent economic necessity,” in- 
clude the authority to tariffs 
to a prohibitory level, but they are 
not expected to have much effect on 
merican exports to Germany. 
Commercial commentators pointed 
out that the bulk of imports from 
the United States are raw materials 
or semi-manufactured goods necessary 
to Germany’s industrial life. 

The new decree, one of the short- 
est issued since Chancellor Bruening 
began governing Germany by presi- 
dential edict, reads thus: 

“The government is given power 
during the recess of reichstag in the 
event of stringent economic necessity 
(1) to change existing import duties: 
(2) to effect a system of temporary 
bilateral treaties with foreign coun- 
tries,” 

The reference to bilateral treaties 
was interpreted by some observers as 
designed to enable Germany to nego- 
tiate tariff questions with Great Brit- 
ain, which now is experimenting with 
protection. 

It was pointed out that bilateral 
agreements may be worked out with- 
out parliamentary interference under 
the terms of the decree. 

American wheat farmers have little 
to fear from any tariff rise because 
duty of about $62 a ton now collecti- 
ble virtually bars their product. 

Some lines of manufactured goods. 
representing less than 20 per cent of 
American exports to Germany, might 
be affected by new regulations. 

American business circles appar- 
ently were little concerned. It was 
pointed out that the general European 
trend is to give governments control 
over imports in order to build favor- 
able balances without appreciative 
widening of export markets. 

The government’s new powers exist 
until February 23, when the reichs- 
tag recess ends.

Big Trade Gain. 


For the entire sixth federal reserve 
district, the survey set forth, retail 
trade scored a gain of 33.7 per cent 
in October as compared with the pre- 
vious month, although this was a loss 
of 15.4 per cent as compared with 
October, 1930. In Atlanta four lead- 
ing department stores reported a to- 
tal increase in retail trade of 29.9 
per cent over the month previous. 

The comparatively sharp upturn in 
trade during October caused busi- 
ness leaders to believe that, in addi- 
tion to a more optimistic outlook ex- 
pressed by the buying public, the holi- 
day trade this year would be propor- 
tionately larger. 

Building Permits Drop. 


The total value of building permits 
issued during October showed a de- 
cline as compared with September, 
but in Georgia increases were noted 
in Augusta, Macon and Savannah. 
Figures for Atlanta for October this 
year as compared with October last 
year, showed that the total valuation 
of permits issued was $307,000 this 
year as compared with $350,000 for 
the same month the previous year. 

Bank deposits, both demand and 
time, declined, but outstanding federal 
reserve credit at the Atlanta bank 
reached the highest level of any date 
in three years, thé survey stated, be- 
cause of increases in discounts and in 
the holding of purchased bills. 

Estimate of the 1931 cotton crop, 
made by the department of agricul- 
ture in November, showed a distinct 
increase, but the total crop estimate 
for the sixth reserve district, compris- 
ing the states of Georgia, Alabama, 
Florida, Louisiana and Tennessee, was 
3.9 per cent smaller than in 1930. 
Consumption of cotton in three states 
having figures available at the time 
the survey was made, was 11.1 per 
cent higher for the three months of 
the cottcn season—August through 
October—than at the same period in 
1 


Naval Stores Decline. 

Naval stores receipts for the season 
—April through October—were small- 
er, the report said, but prices of both 
turpentine and rosin recently register- 
ed improvement. 

In the sixth district the sale of 
new, paid-for, ordinary life insurance 
increased 2 per cent in October over 
September this year, it was noted, al- 
though total sales of such insurance 
was 20.3 per cent less than in October 
the pr ing year. 

Summarizing the wholesale and re- 
tail trade in the entire district, the 
réport said: 

‘There were further increases in 
October over September in tte volume 
of trade, both wholesale and retail, 
and in the volume of bank debits at

Governor Russell, who is genuinely 
enthusiastic on the subject of the uni- 
form aviation law, has instructed his 
delegates to gather all information 
possible and submit it to him. The 
governor said Tuesday that only the 
press of last-minute legislation having 
to do with appropriations and redis- 
tricting prevented consideration of the 
law at the last session. He is active- 
ly in support of such a measure, which 
is designed to regulate the operation 
of aviation in the state and to safe- 
guard life and property. Only five 
states in the union—and aviation 
leaders are rather ashamed of the fact 
that Georgia is among them—have 
failed to take this progressive step, 
and a definite movement is on foot to 
get this state in line when the gen- 
eral assembly next convenes. 


The uniform aviation law, 
while following, in general, the 
regulations of the aeronautics 
branch of the department of 
commerce, goes a step further in 
flatly prohibiting the operation 
of unlicensed airplanes or un- 
licensed pilots within the con- 
fines of the state. Alabama pass- 
ed the law this year and many 
obsolete and, in many cases, un- 
airworthy planes simply moved 
across the border into Georgia 
and flew at their pleasure—and 
at the public’s peril. The Can- 
dier field regulations are model- 
ed after the uniform aviation law 
and are fine as far as they go, 
but they extend no farther than 
the city limits of Atlanta and 
provide no protection whatsoever 
to legitimate operators in the 
less populous centers. It is as- 
sured that a strong campaign 
will be waged for the passage of 
the law at the next session.

Cali- 
fornia and begged that Rolph “do jus- 
tice where justice has been denied.” 

Walker began his speech at noon 
and spoke for 40 minutes before the 
luncheon recess. He closed in an- 
other 30 minutes after the intermis- 
sion. 

When the mayor finished. Aaron 
Sapiro, San Francisco and New York 
lawyer, began the task of summing up. 

Although troubled by a severe cold, 
the visiting mayor did not falter as 
he pictured the yearning of “Mother” 
Mooney for her son. 

“Some day the sun will go down 
in sunny California,” he said, “and 
that dear old soul will not be here, 
When that night comes may her son 


be there.”

appeal, that of the governor. 


Crowd Assembles in Square. 


Soon after the hearing was started 
in the austere but small chamber of 
the supreme court, a crowd carrying 
banners assembled in the square out- 
side the state building. They chanted 
“free Tom -Mooney,” and two dele- 
gations attempted to enter the court- 
room. Entrance was refused. The 
indignant shouts following the double 
refusat -precipitated a mild disturb- 
ance and half a dozen patrol wag- 
ons filled with agitators were taken 
to the police station. 

Mayor Walker cited the record of 
pardons and commutations granted 
by California governors since the 
Mooney case was tried. |

“The jury that convicted Mooney 
still sits. The jury that said he was 
guilty now says he is innocent. 

“The judge who tried him asked 
for executive clemency, augmented by 
the jurors themselves, who have asked 
that this plea for a pardon be 
granted. 

“Only big men say ‘I was mis- 
taken’,’ said the mayor. 

“Let me repeat, it means so much 
to me. I feel it so keenly the jurors 
have come forward, unwilling to be 
the doers of an erroneous thing, and 
asked for executive clemency.” 

Walker read a letter from Charles 
M. Fickert, district. attorney, at the 
time of the Mooney prosecution in re- 
ply to a telegram from Walker, in 
which Fickert said: 

“You are probably right in main- 
taining that it would be to the best 
interests of the state for executive 
clemency to be extended to Mooney. 

“IT have not been unhappy in the 
criticism leveled at me. Your excel- 
lency dissipated all that. I would 
rather that I had never visited your 
state than to trespass upon your hos- 
pitality.

law firm of Branch & Howard, as- 
sisted by Stonewall Dyer, Newnan 
attorney. 

The entire day was spent in plac- 
ing state’s witnesses on the stand in 
an effort to prove that Morris was 
(irunk and was being taken to head- 
quarters for investigation when Bar- 
field was shot and killed behind the 
steering wheel of his car at Peach- 
tree and Fifth streets. The state also 
sought through witnesses to disprove 
an statement which Morris is alleged 
to have made immediately after the 
shooting. 

In this statement it is alleged that 
Morris told fellow officers that a man 
fired from a green “cut-down” auto 
and killed Barfield and that the empty 
chamber in his own pistol was ac- 
counted for by the fact that he fire 
at the fleeing assailant. The state 
will continue to place witnesses on 
the stand this morning. 

Witnesses called during the day in 
order were: A, L. Reddick, negro, 
known as “Preacher;” Ben Kaplan, 
shoe shop owner at 9S7 Peachtree 
street; Patrolman W. D. Nash, Chief 
of Police James L. Beavers, Patrol- 
man L, H. Roberts, Dr. Willis Jones, 
G. W. Pruitt, Mrs. W. K. Faweett, 
Mel Wilson, negro; Barney Wood, of 
Columbus, and R. M. Wood. 

A wrangle over the testimony of 
Kaplan was the only feature of the 
morning session when Boykin showed 
that Kaplan had signed a sworn state-

Chief Beavers testified that Morris 
had been drinking when brought into 
his office, and that he had known 
him for many years while Morris was 
his secretary and that he knew when 
Morris’ conduct was not normal. 

The most direct testimony concern- 
ing the shooting was offered by Dr. 
Willis Jones, who testified that he 
heard a shot, saw the lieutenant 
slumped over the wheel in his car 
and that when he opened the door to 
the car, a, smoking gun fell from 
between Morris’ legs to the running 
board. He told of Morris’ statement 
to him that someone in a car had shot 
Lieutenant Barfield and that he had 
fired at them.

WEDELL MAKES } NEW RECORD; 
HAWKS, ILL, FORCED DOWN 

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 1.—(#)— 
While James Wedel] was breaking the 
record for an airplane flight from 
Agua Caliente, Lower California, to 
Vancouver, B. ©., today, Captain 
Frank Hawks, who has numerous 
airplane records to his credit, was 
forced down by dizziness in an at- 
tempt to set a mark for the opposite 
direction. 

Wedell hopped off at Agua Caliente 
at 6:17:45 a. m., PB. S. T, refueled 
at Reno, Nev., at 8:43 a. m. ‘and 
landed at the Vancouver airport at 
12:07 p. m., just six hours and 40 
minutes after his start. This was 
one hour and eight minutes under the 
record time for the distance estab- 
lished several months ago by James 
Goodwin Hall, New York broker and 
aviator. 

Wedell could have beaten that time 
by 55 minutes had he been sure it 
was Vancouver airport he saw. He 
said he could not believe he had 
flown the approximately 1,200 miles 
from the Mexican resort city in less 
than six hours, and flew 100. miles 
on up the British Columbia coast and 
back before he was certain of his lo- 
cation, 

While Wedell was resting from his 
fatiguing flight which, along with the 
snowstorms, caused him to abandon 
an attempt to complete the round- 
trip, Hawks was in a little hotel in 
Granada, Cal., near the Oregon bor- 


er. 
While flying from Vancouver to 
Agua Caliente, he became dizzy near

they would not consider returning to 
central time. 

“Others who expressed themselves 
strongly in favor of eastern time were 
Mayor G. Glen Toole, John L. Morris, 
manager of the Macon Chamber of 
Commerce; Police Chief Ben T. Wat- 
kins, Joseph N. Neel, Macon’s oldest 
merchant, and R. F. Burden and D. 
S. Wagnon, officials of large depart- 
ment stores. 

Rail Man @Vants Change. 

“ ‘If Atlanta will give eastern stand- 
dard time a fair trial, say for 
months, she will never go back to 
central time,’ said Mr, Hackett, di- 
vision passenger agent of the Central 
of Georgia Railway here. ‘I know be- 
canse I have gone through it and I 
wouldn’t be satisfied with anything 
but eastern time. 

“‘*Macon used to have central time 
and when there was a proposal to 
change we had lots of objections but 
after it had been changed we found 
it was merely a matter of getting used 
to the new time. Later there was a 
move on to go hack to central time 
and no one would support the project. 

“‘If Atlanta would go to eastern 
time the whole state would soon be on 
one time. Even Tallahassee, Fla., 
much farther west than Atlanta, has 
eastern time. 

“*As for the contention that there 
would be difficulty in making time- 
table changes by the Yailroads, they 
issue a new.table nearly every month 
anyhow and could easily make the 
change. As a matter of fact most of 
the roads out of Atlanta operate on 
eastern time and make a change to 
central while in Atlanta only. 

“‘All trains to New .York and 
Washington over the Southern operate 
to the city line of Atlanta on eastern 
time and change while in city.

““There are only 24 hours in a 
day, anyway, and so far as Atlanta 
people are concerned it is a question 
of whether they will live an hour 
longer in sunlight of the anorning or 
the evening. It is piffle to talk about 
eastern time being a hardship on the 
children and the mothers, by reason 
of having to.start the day an- hour 
earlier. Their routine will be over 
an hour earlier than now, they will 
go to bed an hour earlier, and they 
will find it no hardship to get up 
an hour earlier. Macon had this same 
resentment and wanted to cling to her 
old-fashioned ways, but when everyone 
became accustomed to greeting the | 
sun an hour earlier in the morning, 
and finishing the day’s work with 
some daylight still left, everybody was 
pleased. We found after all it was 
only a question of whether some 
should go to work or from work in 
the dark. 

“ “The people to the west of Atlanta, 
who will remain on central time in the 
event Atlanta changes, will not be in- 
convenienced by reason of the fact 
that their business in Atlanta will be 
moved up an hour and give them this 
additional time to return home and 
attend to their affairs there, Atlanta 
is a big factor in the life of every- 
bedy in the state, and everybody can 
afford to have her an hour ahead, but 
an hour behind, good heavens, no! 
The time line ought to follow state 
lines, as formerly, but in lieu of that 
it is important that the largest city 
shall be ahead of or abreast of the 
fastest.’ 

Others Strong for E. S. T. 

“Mayor Toole is strong in his as- 


| sertion for eastern time. 


“‘Bastern time is the only sensible 
time for us or Atlanta to have, he 
said. ‘And we certainly ought to have 
a uniform time. Evety time a man 
from Atlanta has an engagement here, 
or a Macon man has an engagement, 
he is either an hour early or an hour 
late. If you’re driving to New York 
you lose an hour between here and 
Atlanta, and then pick it up again 
before you get to New York.’ 

““The loss of time in going to At- 
lanta to transact business from most 
other parts of the state on account 
of the difference in time is a decided 
handicap to that city,’ observed Mr. 
Morris, manager of the Macon Cham- 
ber of Commerce. 

“When a person goes to Atlanta 
to do business it is generally 10 o'clock 
Atlanta time before he can_ get 
through. which means that it is 11 
o'clock in his own town and by the 
time he gets back it is lunch time. I 
am strong for eastern time and believe 
it would be a great aid to visitors to 
Atlanta if eastern time were adopted.’ 

Chief Likes Eastern Time. : 

“Police Chief Ben T. Watkins said 
he would like to see the whole state 
have the same time. 

““Tt is very confusing at times, the 
way the state is divided now,’ he said. 
‘Most of the state uses eastern time 
and I think it would be well if the 
rest adopted it, too. Of course the 
Atlanta people should arrange the 
time to suit themselves, but it would 
certainly be more convenient for the 
rest of us if they would change. Ma- 
con is perfectly satisfied with eastern 
time. and we have never had any 
complaint.’ 

“Joseph N. Neel, Macon’s oldest 
merchant, who has operated under 
both central and eastern time, said 
he would be gratified if the entire 
state adopted eastern time. 

“Mtr. Burden, who is president of a 
department store, wouldn’t have Ma- 
con change back to central time. 

“Eastern time is by far the most 
satisfactory we could go by,’ he said. 
‘Here we come to work at 9 o'clock 
and close at 6 o’clock, winter and 
summer. It’s the most sensible time, 
as far as all businesses I know of are 
concerned. I hope Atlanta will 
change. It is out of joint, and fre- 
quently causes trouble when Macon 
people must go to Atlanta for ap- 
pointments.’ 

“Mr. Wagnon, secretary-treasurer 
of another department store, is of the 
same opinion. 

“‘T would hate very much for Ma- 
con to go back to central time,’ he 
said, ‘and I feel Macon and Atlanta 
should have the same time. We are 
not far enough inland for central 
time, and the most logical time we 
can possibly have is eastern time.

Allen Sees Big Margin. 

Predicting that the adoption of 
eastern standara time for Atlanta 
would be carried by a large majority 
in voting at the polls today, Ivan 
Allen, prominent businessman and Civ- 
ie worker, for a long time a leader 
of the movement, said Tuesday that 
all Georgia not now having eastern 
time would certainly adopt it follow- 
ing such action by Atlanta. 

Mr. Allen was the principal speaker 


;at the Junior Chamber of Commerce 
, meeting. ‘The junior chamber passed 


a motion unanimously indorsing the 
adoption of eastern standard time, 
following the address by Mr. Allen 
and an appeal by R. J. Reynolds Jr., 
to members of the organization urging 
them to help “bring out the vote’ at 
today’s elections. 

“There can be no question but what 
is won,” Mr. Allen said. 
“Our only regret is that it should 
partake-of the nature of a ‘fight or 
campaign’’ as this was not the inten- 
tion of those favoring the movement 
inasmuch as it was for the general 
benefit of Atlanta and all Atlantans,” 
Mr. Allen said, asserting that it was 
forced into this position by a cer- 
tain “interested opponent.” 

“A big city like Atlanta should be 
included in the time zone where most 
of its business is conducted, instead 
of being on the edge of a different 
zone,” Mr. Allen said.

Proposed Change Would 
Allow Calling of Bill 
From Committee on Call 
of Less Than Majority. 


BY MARK SULLIVAN. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 1:—The ac- 
tion of Republican Candidate for 
Speaker Snell and the republican cau- 


cus committing the party to “liberali- 
zation” of the rules of the house 
makes it certain liberalization will 
take place, because the. democrats as 
a whole are fully as sure to favor the 
innovation as the: republicans. Indeed, 
the democrats may be said to have 
favored it first. The change in the 
rules, therefore, can be taken com- 
pletely for granted. 

From this, the deduction is almost 
universally made that there will be 
in this congress a vote on prohibition. 
Liberalization of the house rules and 
liberalization of the Volstead law or 
of prohibition generally, are common- 
ly mentioned together as if the two 
were coupled. A frequent assumption 
is that after liberalization of the rules, 
the wets in congress will be able to 
force a vote on prohibition. This is by 
no means correct. Liberalization of 
the house rules is certain to come. Ac- 
tion by the house on some phase of 
prohibition may come in this session 
or it may not. Probably the better 
guess is it will not. 

The confusion on this point is so 
nearly universal as to make clarifica- 
tion desirable. The clarification can 
be best achieved by starting with the 
wet group in the house. The wets say 
they number 170. This, if correct, is 
large, but it is less than a majority 
of the house, which is 218. The wets 
can and will introduce a wet bill. The

Under the proposed, new rule, 100 
members or 125 or 150, depending on

tee. Quite certainly 100 wet members, 
if that is the number chosen, will thus 
move to bring a wet bill to a vote. It 


is right here that the universal mis- 


take is made. The wet members cannot 
bring their wet‘bill to a yvote,. They 
can only move to bring it to a vote. 
What the wets can- accomplish under 
liberalization of the rules is to make 
the house vote on whether the bill 
Should be brought out of committee. 
They cannot make the house vote on 
the bill itself. Since a majority~ of 
the house is dry, presumably a ma- 
jority would vote to leave the wet 
measure in the committee. 

It is true the wets will be able to 
make a certain amount of progress. 
To express it accurately, the wets_can 
make the drys go on record as to 
whether they are willing to vote on 
prohibition. The wets canot make the 
ma actually vote on prohibition it- 
self. 

The wets will be able to make the 
drys and others go on record in a 
roll call with their refusal to rote 
That is about 
the limit of the advantage given the 
wets by the change in rules. 

One typical proposal put forward 
by an important democrat, Crisp, of 
Georgia, liberalizes the rules but re 
frains from opening the door to chaos. 
Under Mr. Crisp’s bill, a bill must 
have been in committee 30 days be- 
fore an attempt can be made to get 
it out. Mr. Crisp’s bill proposes 100 
as the number of members necessary 
to sign the petition. Other proposals 
suggest 125 or 150. Under Mr. Crisp’s 
proposal, the new rule can only be 
invoked as to any measure once in a 
session. Liberalization of the rules 
applies, of course, to every kind of 
legislation and it awill have much real 
importance in many fields of legisla- 
tion besides prohibition,

Senator Tom Connolly, of Texas, 
who saw many years of service in the 
house before he moved over to the 
senate, today added his voice to the 
stand taken by The Constitution 
against the “money racket” and un- 
controlled activities of the holding 
eompany. 

“I believe the holding companies 
can be controlled,” said Mr. Con- 
nolly, “but at present they are not 
organized in the interest of the public 
nor are they doing business in a way 
to add credit to our present financial 
system. 

“I understand the federal power 
commission is now trying to find out 
who owns the various units through- 
out the country controlled by holding 
companies, The commision has an ex- 
pert from Texas at work looking into 
the entire field of power control, and 
in his report he will endeavor to un- 
scramble the entire power situation 
as it exists today. 

“As nearly as I have been able to 
find out the holding company was 
formed to milk the little company in 
order to pay officials exorbitant sal- 
aries, realize millions on watered stock 
and leave nothing for the innocent in- 
vestor. There hrs undoubtedly been 
overcapitalization and inflation in 
railroad, utility and bank stocks. I 
don’t believe in chain banking, nor 
do’ I favor the principle upon which 
the system is founded. 

“I wouldn’t want to turn over to 
the interstate commerce commission, 
control of the holding company be- 
cause I think this commission has 
enough trouble of its own. But it 
occurs to me that the commerce de- 
partment would be a good agency of 
control—or the federal trade commis- 
sion might do. Before any commis- 
gion is named, however, I favor a 
complete and exhaustive investigation 
by: the senate. 

“The current depression was vitally 
affected by the orgy of stock and 
bond issues which had no real value 
behind them, and if the practice is 
not stopped the time is coming when 
every corporation doing an interstate 
business will have to be federally 
controlled. The state can’t do any- 
thing about it, but in my opinion 
Uncle Sam will.” 

Mr. Connolly is a member of the 
banking and currency committee and 
is also on the finance committee.

“In the space of two years,” said 
Mrs. Sabin, “our organization has 
surpassed the Women’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union, whose membership was 


I think it is 
significant that most of our gain 
during the last three months has been 
in the so-called dry districts. I know 
of nothing since the days of the cam- 
paign for women’s suffrage to equal 
the campaign which women are now 
conducting for repeal of the eight- 
eenth amendment.’

The army, police and even civilians 
may be called upon under these new 
regulations to assist in the suppres- 
sion of any rebellious moves on the 
part of Indian subjects. 

While these repressive measures ap- 
ply for the present only to the Ben- | 
gal province, the government is pre- | 
pared, if necessary, to extend them 
to all India.

In one of New York’s lesser art exhibit galleries there is now an exhi- 
bition of paintings by a group of artists known as “An American Group.” 
An artist with a Japanese name and birth, but thoroughly Americanized, is 

represented by five canvasses, each of them a piece of 


glorified ugliness. 


The most striking of the pictures is 


one called “Back Yard.” It shows the back of a high 
tenement house, decorated by & rickety fire escape and 
-a clothessline hung with multi-colored garments; a lean- 
to garage which only half conceals a rattle-trap automo- 
bile of ancient vintage and well-known make; a patch 
of uncut grass, a high bush of Scotch broom, a neglected 
elm tree, its beauty marred by many dead branches. 
These are the things with which an artist sets about to 
make a pleasing picture, the ugliest things in American 
landscapes, the things that speak of drudgery, of insuf- 


ficient income, of 


poor housing, of neglected property, 


of sparsely planted shrubbery, of ili kempt spaces, of 


™ makeshift life. 


Yet so clever is he as an artist that he has taken 
these ugly things and with the magician-touch has trans- 


formed them into 


things of beauty. The gray of the 


tenement house is soft, there is strength in the iron of 
the fire escape. There is gay motion and color in the 
clothes that flutter on the line. Even the lean-to garage 


has a happy-go-lucky appearance that some people have when they are 
shabby and run down and don’t have to keep. up appearance, a sort of re- 


laxed indifferent attitude, that is altogether amusing. 


It is summer time 


in this picture, and the green of the grass and of the tree is cool and lush, 
There is beauty in every line of the drawing, yet faithfulness, too. How 
comes this miracle, this magic touch which turns a sorry and sordid scene 
into an inspired picture? It is the idea of beauty in the mind of the artist 


which he superimposes on his subject 


we look at the sight not throngh 


our beauty-dulled eyes but through his beauty-sharpened eyes. 


It is pretty certain that all of us do not have the artist's seeing eye, as 
regards physical or moral beauty, but we should all be happier if we could 
imitate his method. For we must all look at and deal with back yards, lit- 
erally and figuratively. They are not in themselves beautiful or attractive 


but they can be treated in such way that they are not “eye sores.” 


Not 


many of us are painting our life pictures without the necessity of dealing 
with objects that are ugly, without the necessity of putting those objects in 


a prominent place in our canvass. 


How are we doing it? I wonder. 


I know a woman who has so little of what we call beauty in her 


life that I shudder when I think of her. 


She is lonely, she is old, 


she is poor, she is deaf, she has an incurable disease, yet with all of 
those ‘ugly things in her life she paints a pleasing picture for people 


to peruse. 


Why? She’s a moral artist. 


I have heard of another 


woman, young, pretty, petted, spoiled, who makes life miserable for 


her husband because he won’t move to the city to live. 


She can see 


nothing in her small town that is either beautiful or desirable and 
nothing in her situation that is compensatory for her disappoint- 


ment. 


Before we have done with it each of us learns that life is not made 
up of a long series of beautiful experiences. No matter how well we 
may order our lives, no matter in what pleasant places our lines may 
be cast, there is sorrow and disappointment and ugliness and heart- 


ache on the journey.

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Recital in New Y ork 


NEW YORK, Dec, 1.—Brilliant 
and distinguished was the appreciative 
assemblage, which gathered Tuesday 
evening at the Barbizon-Plaza, in New 
York city, for a southern evening given 
by Louise Alice Williams, a daughter 
of Georgia, famed for impersonations 
and folk lore—the cabin stories and 


plantation folk songs in the old negro 
dialect. Miss Williams was born at 
the home of her grandparents, Oak 
Grove, near Augusta, Ga., so-calle: 
trom the grove of great oaks gsurround- 
ing the old place, and was educated 
at the Tubman High sehool, and at- 
tending Tulane University in New 
Orleans. 

She collected the original material 
of her programs from a remnant left, 
of the old-time negroes, a few of whom 
still dwell in their eabin homes amid 
the cotton fields of the land about 
Oak Grove. For several years Miss 
Williams has been touring the coun- 
try, frem coast to coast, with her 
preservation of the old negro folk 
stories of her native southland. At- 
lanta was Miss Williams’ heme un- 
til the death of her mother, Mrs. 
Sarah Byne Williams, a few years 
since, These southern evenings are 
presented in an historical costume, a 
beautiful old gown of amberhue Tus- 
sah silk, fashioned with a tiny lace 
basque.
